Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 1 -40 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art does not show a plurality of system units with at least one printed board 
coupled together by coupling bars by means of screws and cover members coupled by the 
coupling bars wherein the coupling bars are located at positions shifted from the printed 
board as required by independent claims 1, 2, 19 and 20, and the covered unit so formed 
inserted into an insulating cylinder as required by independent claim 37.
